| have supplied a ready reckoner which will enable the readers to find out which of these 
distinguished people took birth or passed away on a particular date. 


A chapter on ways in which prominent people were related to each other has been added to 
learn more about the network of rinship which connected them. For instance, one needs to know 
the relationship between poet Rai Bahadur Radhanath Rai and the man of letters, Sashibhusan Rai. 
One should also learn how Rai Bahadur Nanda Kishore Das, Maa Rama Devi and Upendra Kishore 
Das, writer of the novel Mala Janha were related to each other. 


The list of names of people involved in the freedom struggle in Odisha will be dominated by the 
names of those who joined the non-cooperation movement. These people were animated by a 
desire to free their mother land from foreign rule and made great sacrifices. Except a few freedom 


fighters who became MLAs, MPs, ministers and governors, the rest lived a life of poverty, misery, 
physical disability, hunger and neglect. 


Among them there are many who will never find a mention in history books, but they had 
stood shoulder to shoulder with great men in the fight to bring independence to their country. There 
are numerous nameless freedom fighters who have got forgotten. In this book | have made a sincere 


effort to provide as much information on them as possible.

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After the Sepoy Mutiny of 1857, the Doctrine of Lapse propounded by Lord Dalhousie could 
not be executed. In fact, the remaining princely states enjoyed greater comfort and power, creating 
a backwater for the British Administration. Many rulers oppressed and exploited their subjects. 


When the people of the princely states started the Prajamandal movement protesting against 
Rajas and Zamindars, the rulers tortured the fighters brutally. The British Government did not do 
anything to curb the rulers meting out illegal punishment to the people. For this reason, agitations 
were launched in princely states much later than they began in British-administered districts. In 
Odisha, some princely states did not have any Prajamandal movement at all. 


| have endeavoured to collect those names of freedom fighters / social workers who picketed 
liquors shops, foreign cloth shops and worked in the fields of Harijan’s upliftment, spinning, removing 
illiteracy. introducing basic education. But these names represent only the tip of an iceberg. 


| have put the names of freedom fighters in a chapter and below their names their activities are 
given in italics. Since the facts in this book have been collected from different history books, 
magazines, newspapers, biographies and autobiographies, the names cf the freedom fighters appear 
repeatedly in different contexts. A chronological order could not also be maintained. The top leaders 
of freedom movement are not forgotten. But their names appear in the relevant chapter to indicate 
the sequence of activities. The readers are requested to bear with this. 

A chapter has been added on rare / available images of the departed souls whom I mention in 
chapter | & VI 

Compiling a book of such magnitude may be prone to omissions and commissions and this 
volume is no exception.

In 1932 he was arrested and was kept in Patna 
and Cuttack jails. 


Purna Ch. Bose, b.4.2.1892-d.21.2.1950 
vill-Gopalpur, Jatsinghpur 

He united Onya labourers at Calcutta and closed 
Govt factories there for which he was sentenced 
to 2 years R.l. in Hazaribag and Cuttack jail. He 
was a journalist and published a magazine 
“Swadhin”. 
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Biswamber Parida, Patana Banamalipur, 
b.8.2.1921 

He joined in non-cooperation movement in 1939 
and was Secretary of youth conference. He was 
leader of “Banar Sena”. He was arrested on 
26.86.1942 and shifted to Cuttack jail. On 12th 
Sept. 1942 he was transferred to Berhampur jail, 
and was released from jail on 14.7.1944. 


Babaji Bhimasen Das, Rahama, Tirtol 

He was caned 15 lashes per day for 15 days for 
picketing before foreign cloth shop and Ganja 
shop. In 1942 he was arrested in Quit India 
movement and kept in Cuttack and Patna jails. 


Jagannath Sahu, Haladiapada 

He got 6 months R.J. in 1930 for joining in salt 
Satyagraha. In 1932 he was arrested and given 6 
months R.l. In 1933 he was arrested and got 9 
months jail term and sent to Patna jail. In 1942 
he was imprisoned for 14 months for attacking 
Gobindpur police station. 


Basudev Kanungo, 2.2.1917, Kaniah, Balikuda 
in 1930 he joined in salt Satyagraha as Vanar 
sena. In this year got 9 months R.l. in two phases. 
In 1933 he was beaten by police for agitation. He 
Joined the Congress session at Calcutta. 


Purnachandra Mohanty, Balarampur, b.1916 

He joined Freedom movement while studying in 
class V. He was kept for one month and fifteen 
days in Kendrapada Hazat and 2 months in 
Cuttack Jail. Again he got 6 months R.!. being 
arrested from Kathagada sahi. 


Chakradhar Mohapatra,Narendrapur, Tirtol, 
b.10.3.1912 

He was in jail for 4 months in 1930 and 6 months 
in 1932. 


Rajanikanta Das, Sangrampur 

He was a freedom fighter and authored his poetry 
collection “Sangharsha” which was published in 
1940 and was confiscated. He was arrested for 
this publication. In 1954 he stayed in Rourkela 
and died working on literature, Culture and 
journalism.

In 1930 he was given 6 months R.l. for singing 
patriotic songs along with national poet 
Birakishore. In 1932 he got six months R.l. for 
picketing before liquor shop. 


Pandit Pranakushna Padhiary, Jayagad, 
21.1.1883 -'8.8.1958 

He was head pandit of Jagatsinghpur training 
school. On 13th June 1921, he resigned from 
the job and joined Congress. He was arrested 9 
times and totally got long 5 years jail term.

14.5.1917 while reading in school he was 
influenced by Rama Devi's lecture. He left school.

Apr. 1908 

He was arrested at Balasore and impnsoned for 
3 months for joining salt Satyagraha. After release 
from jail he underwent 4 months jail term for 
picketing. Again he was imprisoned for 3 years 
and 6 months in 3 phases. 

Jagannath Nayak, Chaanapur, Balikuda, 1920- 
12.3.1981 

He was arrested for joinig in Quit India movement 
and was kept for one year and 10 months in jail. 


Jayaram Mohanty, Nalio, Batikuda, 1908 

His total imprisonment period was one year 5 
months and 15 days in many places for doing 
picketing and leading procession in salt 
Satyagraha.

The family was by no stretch of imaginiation, likely 
to produce a heroine and a martyr in the struggle 
for National freedom, yet that is exactly what it 
did when Pan Bewa, better known in Eram as 
‘Mandoma’ (Mother of Mando, her daughter) joined 
the mighty throng against the alien rule and fell 
down to a bullet. In India, She is the first woman 
martyr who laid her life in the Quit India Movement 
of 1942. Her husband was Narayan Sahoo. She 
was 65years old at the time of death. 


2. MAN! PRADHAN (1907-1942)- He was a 
Congress activist of Svan who joined the mighty 
throng of protestors against the alien rule. He 
was the first Napoleon who laid his life and having 
received bullet injuries mada a fervent appealto 
Police with folded hands, “Fire no more, lay your 
ams. Freedon will also come and bning good for

3. MAGHA MOHALIK (1920-1942)- 

He was a little man from the nearby village of 
Padhuan. The name of his father could not be 
ascertained over the last few decades. What else 
could he have sacrificed for his country but his 
life? He was a Bachelor of 22 years and worked 
as a mahuot of Zamindar Radhakanta Parhi, 
Being hurt by bullet. he died in Koraput Jail. 


4. BIJULI DAS (1927-1942) 

He was the youngest martyr who fell down to a 
bullet. He was a little young boy from the nearby 
village of Padhuan, who joined the meeting of 
Eram. 


5. BASUDEB SAHOO (1917-1942) 

He was another brave Bachelor of Padhuan who 
laid his life by police firing. He was a perfect Son 
of Mother India. 


6. DIBAJAR PANIGRAH! (1924-1942) 

A brave son of Damodar Panigrahi of Kesagadia 
(Gud) and joined the throng of protestors at Eram 
and sighed his last by police firings. He was 
another Bachelor martyr of Eram Massacre. 


7. RATNAKAR PANI (1919-1942) 

He was another Bachelor hero who fell to the 
bullets in police firing. He was a brave man with 
dauntless tenacity. 


8. JATI SAHOO (1912-1942) 

He laid his life at the age of 30 years and he had 
only a daughter, Guri Devi. He was a Satyagrahi 
of ISwarpur, a nearby village of Eram. 


9. UPA MALIK (1914-1942) 

Upa Malik S/o-Dandei Malik of Nuagan, was a 
young brave man who joined the meeting at Eram 
and fell to bullet. 


10. BRUNDABAN PANDA (1876-1942) 

He was a Congress activist of Nuagan who laid 
his life at the age of sixtysix. His father was Sapan 
Panda and his mother was Radhika Devi. 


11. PARI DAS (1902-1942)

village Suan, and died in police firing at the age 
of forty.

Hadi Behera 
persuaded his son to join the meeting at Eram 
Melan Ground with some hope.

He was in Balasore and Berhampur jails for 15 
months for giving anti-British Govt. “slogan® in 
Soro Sub-Registrar's office. 


Khetramani Devi, Saramgan, Chandiahat 

In 1931 she attended a meeting at Balasore 
(provincial women's conference) with her 8 months 
old child. She was imprisoned for 3 months with 
her child and was kept in Bhadrak, Cuttack, 
Balasore and Bhogarai jails. 


Bhagabat Prasad Sahu, Bhadrak 
He, along with Kapil Charan Das and Bimbadhar 
Samanta, plunged to freedom movement. He 
became M.P after independence. 


Mahendranath Mohanty, Bhadrak, b.1923 

He joined in Quit India movement in 1942. He 
was in Balasore jail for abot two years. In 1946 
he was in Bari Ashram. Later he established a 
residential school at Tudigadia and became a 
teacher there.

His family was a patriot family. In a false dacoity 
case he was imprisoned for 10 years. He has 
released from jail in 1948. 


Bholanath Mohapatra, Samargan, Randhiahat, 
5.7.1898 

In 1930 he underwent 4 months and 15 days jail 
term which includes 1 month 15 days towards 


non-payment of fine. From 1932 to 1933 he was 
imprisoned for 14 months in many phases for 
unfurling congress flag, picketing etc. 


Bhagaban Charan Dikhit, Kaupur, Bhadrak, 
2.12.1908 

He was injured by police while doing salt Satyagraha 
in 1930.

He underwent jail term for many days for joining 
in salt Satyagraha and freedom fight in Medinapur 
district.
